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TARIFF AND SUBSIDY

Brought Into a Lively Discussion in
the Chamber of Commerce,

A REPORT OF GEORGE A. KELLY

Precipitates a Debate Which Brings Out
Many Novel Ideas,

GROWTH OF THE SHIPPING LEAGUE

A relerence to the great free trade apostle,
David A. Wells, LL. D,, st the Chamber
of Commerce meeting yesterday aflernoon,
brought on s lively discussion of the rela.
tions between protective tariff and subsidi-
zation. The mstter under discussion was
the report of Mr. George A. Kelly, delegate
of the Chamber of Congress to the fourth
annual convention of the American Ship-
ping and Industrial League. Mr. Kelly
had finished his report and Chairman Mil-
ler called for remarks relative to the indorse-
ment of the work of the League as lucidly
explained by Mr. Kelly.

Mr. John B. Jackson rose and asked the
gentlomen present if they bad read a recent
artiele npon subsidization as a national
measure, written by David A. Wells, the
shining light of free trade. In the course of
his argument against subsidy, Mr. Wells
instanced the case of Frauce, which had
tricd subsidimng the merchant marine with
the cfect of securing a temporary boom of
the shipping trade of the French nation,
but that the ultimate result had been a con-
dition worse than before.

IT WAS ALL ONE WAY.

Mr. Jackson mentioned this view of the
matter, as he said, not because he was per-
sonally opposed to the plan of subsidizing
the Ameriean carrving trade, but simply in
order to evoke expressions of opinion. He
seked Mr. Kelly il the recent conventiop
had paid auv sttention to the obverse side
of the question. Mr. Eelly replied: *No,
sir. The meeting was all one way; just like
a protectlve tandl convention in Pittsburg.”
[Laughter.)

Captain Dravo: “It should be remem-
bered tnat the United States is a live and
lively nation. Ifthe plan of subsidizing
French bottoms was npot & success, there was
some other reason for it than the failure of
subsidizing =8 an economic mesasure. It
should be & suecess everywhere.™

Mr. Jackson: *“'Mr. Wells is considered
an eminent authorily asan economic thinker
and writer, nlthough & heretic on the tariff
from my standpoint,”

Mr. John H. Ricketson arose with a tariff
ehipon his shoulder, metaphorieally speak-
ing: *“*Mr. President and gentlemen: I
would warn my good friend, Mr. Jackson,
sod nuy others of our membership, thas if
there 18 any man in the country who is an
uosafe goide upon economie or national
mntters, that mian is David A, Wells, I
think he would pervert or twist any fact in
a maaner that would enable him to turn an
argument against his constitutional foes—
the advocates of & protective tariff. Every-
thing bas to yield to his arrant free trade
notions. BSo notorious is this tendency of
liis that the mere fact that men of his way of
thinking oppose the plan of subsidy, ix one
of the strongest arguments in its favor.”

DOES ¥OT DISCRININATE.

Ar. Foster asked Mr, Kelly ir the Farqu-
har bill, now belore the House, diserimin-
ated in favor of the individual lines or
OWners,

Mr. Kelly explaived thatthe bill was
upon the broagest possible basis. He then
went on to state thateven were the bill
pansed and mode a law, it would be several
vesrs before its operationr cculd be
vounced wupon, a: ship-building would
naturally require time to be put on its legs,
especially in Pittsburg, where such great
pnesibilities were presented to manufac-
turers of ship materials. He said that the
Fargquhar bill meant more to Pittshnrg than
it did to many of the seaport towns of the
nation, inasmuch as ship-building of the
future wust infsllfbly center in Pittsburg.
1f subsidy were proven a failure, America
could certainly sell herships to some pur-
pose. And it was the result of his ex-
perience that the building of shipswas of
minor importance to the rnooing of them,
this beiog where subsidization came into
play a8 an incentive to Jong voyages sod
hieavy tonnage. “*“We have now only 14 per
cent of the world's commeree; n show-
ing lor the greatest pation upon earth.”

Mr. Jackeon said that it was to be bo:ed
thut uo mistakes would be made in such &
plan ealling for the expenditure of millions
ot the people’s money. Mr. Rieketson re-
sponded by quoting trom & New York ma-
rine journal astatement to the effect that
within 40 vears the British Government bad
psid to the Cunard Line alone 4 sum of
moncy equal to the entire cost of the vessels
owned at present by the company. By rea-
son of this policy Great Britain had S5 per
cent of the carrying irade belween the
United States and Europe, and the British
postal service cleared $11,000,000 last year,
while the United States postal service had
a deficit of $5,000,000.

ME. EELLY THANEKED.

Mr. H. K. Porter closed the disonssi
saying: ‘“The Chamber is greatly indebted
to Mr. Kelly for his able treatment of this
riost importaut topic, and 1 desire to for-
mally express our thanks o him for his in-
terest in the matter. As Chsirman of the
Committee oo Besolutions at the recent
convention he has  conferred &n
homor upon the body he represented.
Tiis question is one of broad and nationsl
scope, and one in which Pittsbore is most
intimately interested. One of our members
has expressed the fear that mistakes might
Le made that wonld impair the success of
the plan. JIo such s plan mi may be
made, but they will be of a nature that can
easily be rectified. Call the plan what youn
will—sabsidy, voting away of money, or
zuythiug you please—but let us heartily in-
dorse the effurt of the pation 1o restore the
American merchant marine. That dreadfal
word subsidy need not alarm us aocy more,
The question has got beyond the bounds of
party affiliations. It is neither political nor
sectiopal. It is o national issue represent-
ing pairiotism in its bighest form. An
Ameriean who stands on the docks at Liver-
pool and cast his eye down the offing iu the
vain search for the Stars and Stripes
must blush perforce. It is time we
asserted our Iﬂpm{ on the seas ax well
as in every mechanical and scientific field.”

THE PEOFLE INTERESTED,

At the time of the convention securate
reports were published by THE DispaTch
of the routine proceedings. There was
nearly 200 delegates at the eonvention out
of the 575 who were entitled to seats, eve
section of the Uwnion and every ;hade:’f
political thought being intelligeotly repre-
eented. A vast number ol telegrams from
all parts of the nstion were received while
the convention was in session, and the
showing of popular interest in the move-
ment was ex b g ifyi

The action taken was a8
fo the report:

“The Committee on Resolutions (of
which I had the honor of being chairman)
reported favoring action Congress to re-
store the Awerican merchant marine. It
recommends the House bill known ss the
Farqubar bill, subsidizing American ships
st the rate of 30 cents per thousand miles
sailed for 10 years, after which for a period

marine ‘on & footing with that of other
nations.

“It also nrges Congress to improve the
coast defenses, both of the lakes snd sea-
board: ex gratification at thejaction of
Congress in_providing for the rebuilding of
s strong aud efficient navy, so necesary for
marine defense and for the security of our
commerce and growing trade on the high
seas; for the improvement of our rivers and
harbors and to cause all United States mail
to foreign countries to be carried by Ameri-
can vessels, now mstter how cheaply the
tramp ships of the ocean or the accredited
vessels of other. powers or nations would
perform the same service.

“It also indorses the naval reserve bill,
the measure providing that merchant ves-
sels of this country shall be paid annual
sums of money when reserved for Govern-
ment use in case of emergency, all vessels
50 reserved to be purchasable by the Gov-
ernment upon first cost basis,""

ADOPTED WITH ENTHUSIASM.

The resolutions were adopted enthusiasti-
eally sod ordered forwarded to the Presi-
dent, Cabinet apd both houses of Congress,

Mr. Kelly proceeds as follows: “In Feb-
ruary, 1889, & committee of three, consisting
of Mr. Andrew Wheeler, of Phila-
delphia, Hon. H. D. Money, of
Mississippi, snd myself, were appointed
to wait wupon General Harrison at
Indisnapolis, to request him to refer in his
inaugural address to the importance of re-
storing the merchant marine, and the in-
crease of the navy. As you are aware, he
did refer emphatically to both, and also
prominently and at great length in his
message to Congress. Resolutions com-
mending this sction were unanimously
adopted and sent to President Harrison,

“Mr, Wheeler and mysel? were appointed
to wait upon the President and present him
with resolusions, In reply toa brief ad-
dress, the President expressed his coutinued
interest in the question mentioned, which
he said had not abated sinoe we called his
atteution to the same subject s little over a
yesr ago, at Indianapolis. He referred to
the promised extension of trade with South
America and while not committing himself
to any particular measure or bill, siated
that he was in thorough accord with the ob-
jeets of the league."”

Mr. Kelly givesan able epitome of the
pumerous speeches made at the convention,
and closes with the tollowing resume of the
fruits of the convention:

TO BE CONGRATULATED.

“The league is certainly to be congratu-
Iated upon the great results flowing from its
organized effort; beginning with 11 mem-
bers three Jum ago it mow numbers over
50,000, and by its continned and enthusi-
astic efforts, has rapidly aroused the coun-
try to a sense of its duty with reference to
its great and important objects, that are pe-
culiarly American, and appesl not simply
to material interests, but to the triotic
sentiments of every American eitizen. It
looks as if success will soon crown their
efforts, and our city is to be congratulated
upon the iuterest it has continuously mani-
fested in the cause, ns expressed turough the
Chamber of Comugerce and the press, This
interest has attracted the attention of the
league, and is thoroughly sppreciated by
its members, represeating, as they do, the
entire conntry.
§13°°Our press is entitled to great credit for
the trequency aud promivence they have
Fiven the subject in their columns, both
ocal and editorial, and andoubtedly, they
have had a poweriul influence in edueatin
and molding public sentiment in favor o
& prompt restoration of American commerce
upon the high seas.

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A SLOW GRAND JURY,

Judge Ewing Plainly Tells Them
They Must Get a Faster Move On.

HE STARTLES RURAL CONSTABLES,

The .New Officers Are Without & Job and
the 01d Ones Hold Over,

OTHER XEWS FROM THE COURT HOUSE

The March tarm of the Criminal Court
opened yesterdsy, with Judges Ewing and
Magee on the benen, The first thing in or-
der was the charging of the grand jury.
Wilson McLain was appointed foreman,
after which Judge Ewing delivered his
charge. He called their attention to their
oath, and cautioned them as to secrecy and
against the approsch of an outsider concern-
ing sny case to be brought before them. He
impressed them with the peed of prompt
work, telling them that tne court would only
set two weeks, as he and Judge Magee
would then begin hearing license applica-
tions. He said that they wounld be present
for roll call at 9:30 .M., make one return
at noon, take an hour for dinner and then
continue work uotil 3 or 4 o’clock.

NAMES OF THE OFFENDEES,

At the conclusion of the charge the jury
retired. They returned at noon, baving dis-
posed of six bills, and then held an alter-
noon session. The day's work was ended at
4 o’clock, and the following true bills were
returned: Robert Collins, William In}nm,
John O'Brien, John Bond, Willism Joy
Frank Wilson, William Doran, ike
Creeden, Luke Ragan, Nathan Frey, Jerry

JUDGE EWING FINDS FAULT.

When the grand jury made its return in
the evening Judge Ewing ssid: “Well,
gentlemen, you have returned a pretty fair
number of bills, but nothing like you shoald
have done. I am told that the last grand

disposed of on an average of 30 cases
s day,and they did not sit nearaslongas ‘inu
have. You will have to do even better than
this, ss we want to finish up all the business
in two weeks.” Cootinu he told them
that it was only necessury for them to estab-
lish & prime facia case; the Court would
try the case. .

When Judge Ewing finished charging the
grand 'jnry, the matter of receiving Cop-
stables’ returns and approviog the bonds of
newly-slected Constables was taken up. Bat
& small number of violations of the liquor
laws were returned. The publication of
them was prevented by the Court repeating
the order of last term, that they should not
be published in order that the persons re-
turced might not receive notification of the
fact and escape.

A STABRTLING STATEMENT.

When the spproval of the Constables’
bonds was taken up, Judge Ewing mad: a
rathsr startliog announcement. He said
that five days before the election in 1880 an
act was signed providing that the term of
constables thereafter elected should be three
years instead of one. The act covered town-
ships and boroughs. The question arose as
to whether the constables then elected held
office for one or three years, He and Judge
Blagle, be continued, were of the opinion
that those elected in 1880 held office for
three years, therefore the election held this
year in the townships and boroughs for con-
stabla was no election at all.

The constables eleated in 1889 by this de-
cision, will only have to get new bonds coy-
ering the next two years, and take another
oath and thereby continue in office. In
cases where the old constable is dead or
does not desire the office, the man elected
this year will be appointed for the unex-
pimrt:rm upen a proper application to
court.

Judge Ewing, in his remsrks, said that
it he was passing on the act itself he would
declare it unconstitutional as it was special
legislation, but with that question he had
nothing to do at present.

The constables elected in 1889 were only
sworn in for one year at that time st the in-
stance of Judge Magee who gave it as his
opinion that the act did not take effect until
this year, The matter in dispute does not
effect the constables in the cities who are
provided for in another act.

GRINDING 0UT DIVORCES,

The Mill of the Mismated Continues nt Its
Work.

A divorce was granted yesterday in the
case of Mrs, Elizabeth M, Gardner against
Alex, Gardoer, It was claimed by Mrs,
Gardner that her husband illtrested her,
beating, kicking and threatening her.

The
court, however, granted the divorce.

A divorce was also granted in the case of
Mary Ann McFarland against John Mo-
Farland. Desertion was the charge.

The testimony taken in the divoree case of
Mrs, Lida J. Crowe against B, F. Crowe was
filed yesterday. Mry. Crowe elaimed her
husband left her in April, 1887, and refused
to support her. The couple were married in
January, 1885.

FATAL BAILROAD WRECE.

Three Men Killed In n Colllaion Botween
Two Frelght Tralos.

MassmLrox, 0., March 3—A disastrous
wreck oceurred on the Ft. Wayne road at
Lakeville, west of this city, about 1 o'clock
this morning. "When the third section of a
freight train going east reached that point,
an oil tank on the train exploded and set
fire to the cars. The fourth section ran into
the third, killisg John Cowen, engineer;
Harvey Gatehouse, fireman, and Miller, the
front brakeman, sll on the foarth section.
Eighteen loaded cars were burned. The
heat was so intense that it melted the bell
on the engine of the fourth section snd it
run down in molten form over the boiler.

FOR FREIGHT TRAINS.

The Airbrake Has Been Put on 110,
000 Cars in the United States,

SOME WONDERFUL STOPS MADE,

The Master Car Builders Becommend Its
General Adoption.

A DEVICE TO BHOW QUICK AIR ACTION

When freight cars are fitted out with air
brakes and self couplers, railrosd men will
begin to think the millenium has struck
them, and if the fime comes, as Colonel
Andrews predicts, when there will be four
and gix rails instead of two and big cars
that will earry heavy tonnage, and separate
tracks for passenger trains, the average
brakeman will commence to wonder if
things have not lost their reality, or bas
paradise descended and encased him, and
the mewspaper paragrapher will miss his
daily occupation of chronicling armscut
off, bodies crushed and lives lost in railroad
accidents.

It is surprising what progress railroads
are making in the use of theair brake.
Already 110,000 freight cars have been fitted
up with the straight and sutomatic brake,
bat this is s small proportion of the number
of ears in use in the country. When the
Westinghouse Company first put the air-
brake on a train of 50 {reight cars and a test
was made, the brake was applied on the
last ear 90 seconds aiter it b 'I)mm put on
the first one next to the engine.

IT WOULDN'T WOREK.

This plan was found notto work. The

momenfum of the rear cars carried them

forward: with soch force as fo
smash them to pieces by the eolli-
sion, Mr. Westinghoussa saw that

if the brake were to be successful it must be
applied almost instantaneously to each ear.
Then the sutomatic brake was produced,
and with it the air could be put on the last
car of a train of 50 in 17 seconds, and since
then the time has been reduced to two

seconds.
At the Westinghouse Airbrake Works in

Allegheny a series of 50 cylinders has been
constructed and placed side by side to repre-
sent as MADY CArs. eylinder is su

plied with a piston, and the = tus is
connected with an air pump, engineer
gniding the train can put on the

rakkes a8 he pleases, either slowing
up the cars gently, or stopping them with a
sudden sod surprising jar within a short
distance., It is a great sight to see the pis-
tons in the eylinders shoot out from their
places when the air is put oo. One after
another they follow each other in quick or
slow snccession, but the climax is reached
when the full foree of sir is put on to make
an emergency stop.

RAPID AIR ACTION.

With a simple torn of a stopcock thereisa
clatter and bang thatfills the building witha
roar and scares the uninitiated, but if he has
hiseyeso and is watching the row of 50
eylinders he will see the piston on the rear
ear line up with the first one that is forced
out almost in the same instant. It is a
beautiful sight, and one that railroad men
and others will appreciate.

A number of tests with the airbrake have
been made on different railroads on heavy
grades. In Pittsburg, with a heayy train of
50 ears running 20 miles per hour, the train
was stopped in gix seconds and in 95 feet on
& grade of 47 teet per mile, In Washing-
ton, ata d of 40 miles per hour with the
same number of cars, the train was stopped
m 359 feet, or 11 seconds, The results
obtained in other places on varying grades
were eminently satisfactory.

The Master Car Builder's Association, in
which all the American roads are repre-
sented, some time ago recommended that in
the future all freight cars built be equipped
with sel-couplers and airbrakes. 1t is an
expensive job, certainly, but the number of
lives saved in & year on every railroad, the
d amount of damage paid for loss ot
freight in wrecks, ete., will more than repay
the railroads for the extra ountlay. Many
cars have been thus equipped, and & nom-
ber of old ones have also been fitted out,
but there is still much to be done, and it
will take yenrs before sll the cars will be
changed.

THE STORY OF A TRAGEDY
Recalled by the Settlement of n Case That
Hung Fire 30 Years.

MAPECKL TELEGHRAM TO THE DINPATON.!

CLEVELAND, March 3.—"Solomon Wells
versas Second National Bank, of Cleveland.
Settled.” This record of a case in the Com-
mon Pleas Court, SBaturday, recslls an awful
tragedy which startled Cleveland 20 vears
ago. At that time Stillman Witt was presi-
dent and Jeptha Buell was' cashier of the
Second National, one of the strongest banks
in the city. Buell took great interest in the
stock markets, and on the wemorable
“Black Friday,"” which marks a dark spot
on the financial history of our country.
Buell was suppoosed to have lost heavily.
His friends twitted him about his losses, but
he turned the matter off by saying that he
lost a little, but not emough to mention.
Two weeks later Buell shot himseif at his
home on Euoclid avenue. Then came rumors
that he was s defaulter for $1,000,000, and
great excitement prevailed in all parts of
the country.

Before lhDO“IIF himsell Buell wrote notes
to several of his friends telling of his inten-
tion and stating that he had lost the large
amonnt of money which had been intrusted
to bim as cashier of the bank. The bank
officials refused to state just how much they
had lost, and the exaet amount was never
known, but the belief is and always has
been that between $500,000 and $1,000,000
was taken. As a portion of the defuleation
consisted of bonds, etc., many lawsuits fol-
lowed. After several test cases numerous
claims were paid. The suit of Solomon
Wells, however, hung fire and there seemed
to be no chance of a settlement until re-
cently. The result was that the plaintiff
got just what bhe asked for in the original
